“ There is a splendid opporti nity 
for young men to

sioned officers after serving a year in 
the ranks, half of our officers came 
from enlisted men. 


“Our men as a w hole will compare 
favorably with men in any other bus­ 
iness. 
Most soldiers are honest, well 
behaved, and aa moral as the average 
man.

Arthur T. Anderson, contractor of 
820 Fourth Avenue, Northeast Brain­ 
erd. has started suit against Ole And­ 
erson, 
alderman-elect of the third 
ward, contesting the latter* claim to 
a seat In the council. 


Anderson 
tiled 
his complaint 
in 
district court, W. W. Bane appearing 
as his attorney. 
Anderson appeals 
from the decision of the canvassing 
board w hich certified that Ole Ander­ 
son had received 162 votes and Ar­ 
thur T. Anderson 159 and the declar­ 
ation that Ole had been elected. 
The complaint asserts that while 
the votes were being counted, the 
clerks did not agree in several 
in ­ 
stance*! in their counts. 


“That in those Irotancca viler* one 
clerk’s record showed that said Ole 
Anderson had received three or four 
votes since a tally mark and the other 
clerk’s record showed that said Ole 
Anderson had received more votes, or 
a tally, that the clerk whose record 
showed that he had received less votes 
added to his record and made the 
same more votes for him than 
It 
should have shown and more than he 
had actually received and that in this 
way at least eight votes were added 
to the number credited to him which 
should have been counted for contest­ 
ant,’’ reads a paragraph in the com­ 
plaint. 


Arthur T. Anders rn further asserts 
that in at least six instances votes 
which were actually cast for contest­ 
ant were counted as cast for con­ 
testee: that the canvassing board re­ 
lied on the tally sheets and so made 
their returns; 
that 
the canvassing 
board counted ten for Ole Anderson 
which belonged to Arthur T. Ander­ 
son; that Ole Anderson got no morel 
than 152 votes and that Arthur T 
Anderson received at least 162. 
It will all be threshed out in 
district court.
